Affairs  in  Rio  Grande  do  Sul  are  reach- 
ing a  climax.  An  order  of  the  day  issued 
by  Gen.  Pego,  the  federal  commandant  of 
the  military  district,  declared  that  his  orders 
were  to  attack  the  emigrants,  or  Silveira 
Martins  party,  if  they  invaded  the  state,  for 
they  are  considered  rebels.  This  order  was 
published  on  the  17th  ulto.,  but  the  authen- 
ticated copy  was  only  published  here  on  the 
5th  inst.  Gen.  Pego  has  been  sharply 
criticised  for  some  unnecessary  statements 
made  in  the  order  ;  such  as  declaring  that 
the  maintenance  of  the  republic  depended 
upon  the  solution  of  the  civil  strife  in  Rio 
Grande  do  Sul.  The  document  is  not 
however  objectionable  for  it  impresses  upon 
the  military  class  the  necessity  of  consider- 
ing themselves  servants  of  the  general  gov- 
ernment, and  not  of  partisan  leaders.  On 
the  3rd  inst.  telegrams  were  received,  via 
Montevideo,  announcing  that  a  cavalry 
regiment,  the  3rd,  had  mutined  at  S.  Borja 
and  declared  martial  law.  This  mutiny 
was  supposed  to  be  a  part  of  the  plan  of  the 
emigrants,  by  which  a  diversion  would  be 
created,  and  arms  introduced  into  the  state. 
On  the  4th  telegrams  from  Castilhista 
sources  confirmed  the  mutiny  of  the  3rd 
cavalry  regiment,  and  state  that  this  had 
been  headed  by  a  cornet  and  a  sergeant, 
and  that  the  mutineers  were  committing 


all  kinds  of  excesses.  Later  telegrams  stated 
that  Gen.  Pego  had  ordered  a  force  to 
march  on  the  mutineers,  and  the  first 
collision  between  the  federal  troops  and  the 
emigrants,  if  there  is  to  be  one,  will  not 
be  very  far  off.  The  native  press  in  Rio 
are  very  gloomy  over  what  is  considered  an 
imminent  civil  war,  and  indirect  appeals 
have  been  made  to  Sr,  Castilhos  to  resign 
his  position  as  governor,  in  the  interests  of 
peace  and  public  welfare.  There  is  no 
manner  of  doubt  that  Sr.  Castilhos  partisans 
have  seriously  compromised  him  with  the 
better  classes  of  the  whole  country— and  it 
is  hinted  that  the  army  are  not  at  all 
friendly  to  him.  It  is  thought  however 
that  Gen.  Pego  will  have  sufficient  control 
over  the  federal  garrison  in  Rio  Grande  to 
suppress  the  mutiny  we  refer  to,  and  also  to 
prevent  any  formidable  invasion  of  the 
state.  It  seems  incredible  that  Sr.  Silveira 
Martins  should  desire  to  precipitate  a 
conflict  with  the  central  government,  but 
it  does  appear  probable  that  he  and  his 
followers  are  endeavouring  to  suborn  the 
federal  troops  guarding  the  frontier.  The 
last  telegrams,  dated  Montevideo  on  the 
5th,  state  tiiat  order  had  been  re-established 
at  S.  Borja,  but  whether  by  the  arrival  of 
troops,  or  by  the  efforts  of  the  officers  of  the 
mutinous  regiment  is  not  explained. 

As  the  end  of  the  year  approaches   the 
financial  position  of  the  Brazilian  republic 
again  assumes  importance.      The  question 
as  to  whether  any  real  advance  has   been 
made  in  the  eleven  months  of  1S02  that 
have  now  passed,  or  whether  the  country 
has  been  stationary,  or  has  fallen  Luck,  is  of 
almost  impossible  solution.     Commercially 
speaking    Brazil    has    certainly    not     lost 
ground  ;  the  gold  produced  by  its  crops  of 
coffee  has  been  far  in   excess'  of  the    net 
result  of  last  year,  and    the   imports   have 
more   closely    followed    the    absolute    re- 
quirements of  trade  than  was  the   case  in 
1891.     But  the  uncertain  financial  policy  of 
the  government,   that  led  to  the  passing  of 
the  Glycerio-Matta  Machado  bank  law  by 
the   Chamber   of    Deputies,    the    lack    of 
patriotism    shown    in    the    various    states 
where  petty  leaders  seem  inclined  to  force 
their  pretensions  to  be  local  Ccesars  at  the 
point  of  the  sword,    and   the   removal    of 
speculation  from  the  Stock  Exchange  to  the 
exchange  market,  have  all^nr.,*.!  t„  --^r» 
a  year  passed  is  a  year  gained,  and  nothwith- 
standing   all    the    drawbacks    of    the  past 
months,     Brazil    has    honestly    met     her 
engagements  at  home  and  abroad,  and  this 
without   foreign  assistence   save   only    the 
loan   negotiated   by   Sr.    Rodrigi.es    Alves 
when  minister  of  finance,  which   in  effect 
was  nothing  more  than  an  issue  of  Treasury 
notes  in  anticipation  of  revenue.      The  low 
rates  of  exchange  however  seem  to  have  an 
exasperating  effect  upon  the  average  Bra- 
zilian,   who  appears   to   be   unwilling    to 
acknowledge  that  rates  were  maintained  at 
unjustified    quotations    by    the     financial 
jugglery  in  practice  under  imperial  rule. 
But  for  the  past  three  years  Brazil  has  been 
obliged  to  meet  calls  0  fevery  description 
from  abroad,  and  that  these  have  been  met 
by  the  resources  of  the  agricultural  products 
of  the  country  is  not  to  be  contested,  and 
the  lower  value  of  the  money  was  the  result, 
Can  it  not  be  conceded  therefore  that  there 
has  been   a    slight    improvement    in    the 
economic  position    of   the   country  ?     We 
think    it    can.     And    if    those    who    are 
responsible  for  the  future  of  their  country 
will  turn  deaf  ears  to  the  blandishments  of 
unworthy  men,  and  will  guard  the  Treasury 
against  assaults  as  a  soldier  would  his  post,  it 
will  not  be  so  very  long  ere  Brazil  can  prove 
to  those  who  now  consider  gold  the  only 
safe  form  of  investment  for  their   savings, 
that   a    country    which    honestly   met  ~  all 
obligations  in    time    of  difficulty    is  not 
required   to  beg  assistence.     It    may    be 
contested   that   the    budget   deficits  of  the 
country  are  enormous  and  create  distrust. 
When  did  Brazil  close  a  financial  year  with 
a  surplus,  we  ask  in  return  ?    Inexperience 
and  perhaps  culpability  to  a  certain  extent, 
are  largely  to  blame  for  the  present  situation, 
but   the   first   passes   with    time,    and    the 
second  we  firmly  believe  is  likely  to  meet 
with  a  sharp  corrective. 


lccording  to  information    obtained  by 
tli  native  press  we  are  to  have  a  solution  o( 
til'  bank  question  within  a  fortnight,  and 
Iron  what  appears  between  the  lines  of  this 
inf  rmalion,  the  acting  minister  of  finance 
ha  discovered  means,  within  purely  execu- 
attributes,  to  call  the  banks  of  issue  to 
boik.    At  first  sight  it  appears  that  the 
Icgd  rdvisera  of  Sr.  Serzedello  "might  have 
discovtred  for  him  these  executive   means 
for  soWng  a  question,   loo    long   hanging 
over  tie  country,  some  months  or  weeks 
ago  ;  tie  charitable  presumption  is  however, 
that  tie  minister  did  not  wish  to  employ 
coerch* — even  if  legal— means,  until  every 
chance  of  an  amicable  arrangement  with 
the    bnks   of  issue    had    been    exhausted. 
And  His,  it  appears  to  us,  has  now  occurred. 
The  neeting  of  self-styled  bankers  on  the 
28th  iito.,  was  probably  the  last  straw  laid 
upon  the  financial   back  of  the  versatile 
acting  minister   of   finance,   and    he    tin- 
qitestimably  showed  some  temper  in  cor- 
recting a  statement  made  by  the  director  of 
the  B.nco  Einissor  de  Pernambuco — of  all 
bankes  in  Brazil  to  utter  such  a  complaint 
— thai  the  Treasury  had  failed  to  comply 
with  iromises  made.     The  utter  vacuity 
of  this  meeting  of  Brazilian  bankers  might 
howcv;r    have    provoked    a    much    older 
politicm  than  Sr.  Serzedello,  for  they  could 
not  airee  upon  any  scheme  among  them- 
selves, and  absolutely  sent  a  fair  copy  of 
the    nimites   of   the    meeting,     with    each 
banke's  remarks  in  extenso  to  the  President 
of  the  Republic  !     Now  that  these  "tailors 
of  Tooley  Street,"  who  call  themselves  the 
banke-s  of  Brazil,  have  forced  the  minister 
to  ene-getic  measures,  the  question  remains 
what  will    President    Peixoto    permit    his 
secretary  to  do  ?     The   recognition   of  its 
responsibility,  for  the  notes  issued  by  these 
bankers,  by  the  Treasury  must  necessarily 
he  the  foundation  of  any  solution   of  the 
bank  question.     Then  comes  the  respon- 
sibility for  money  of  the  taxpayers  deposited 
by    the    ministers    of    finance,     the    gold 
cheques  issued  by  the  Banco  da  Republica, 
sales  of  gold,  exchange  contracts,  etc.       In 
fine  enough  questions  to    render  the  next 
fetf   months   extremely   laborious   for    the 
minister  of  finance.     At  the  same  time,  and 
when    he  is  entering  upon  the    task    of 
clearing  up  difficulties  left  upon  his  hands, 
the  minister  nuv  b«  <-li«—~J  1.-.  .t..  -..       ... 
of    1-ian    press    will   support   him,    if    he 
Keeps  within  legal  boundaries  ;  the  discord 
among  the   "tailors"  as  to  what  is  to  be 
asked  for  is  another  point  in  his  favor  ;  the 
position  of  the   Treasury,    which    requires 
assistance,  and  not  depletion,  is  yet  a  third 
point  that  President  Peixoto's  secretary  of 
the  Treasury  can  lay  before  the  chief  ot  the 
Brazilian  executive.     It  is  an  old  story  that 
mercy    belongs    to    the    strong,    but    we 
seriously   question    if  mercy    will    not    be 
misplaced  in  many  cases  upon  which   the 
minister  of  finance  will  be  called  upon  to 
decide.      Fortunately  he  has  provided  him- 
self with  a  report  upon  the  condition  of  at 
least  three  of  the  banks  of  issue,  and   the 
veteran  Treasury  official  charged  with  the 
investigation  of  banking  operations  in  the 
early  days  of  the  Republic  is  not  likely  to 
have  covered  irregularities  that  came  to  his 
knowledge.     Let  the  minister  be  just  in  all 
things  ;  but  let  him  remember  the  infinite 
distress  caused  the  people  of  Brazil  by  the 
men  he  will  soon  be  called  upon  to  judge. 
If  one  single  criminal  act  can  be  charged  to 
the   men    who    have    figured    as   financial 
lights  in  Rio  since  the  declaration  of  the 
Republic,  it  is  Sr.  Serzedello's  solemn  duty 
to  prosecute  the  criminal,  whatsoever  may 
be  his  category.     The  minister  of  finance 
has  in  his  hands  an  opportunity  of  passing 
his  name  down  to  posterity.

The  Institute  of  Brazilian  Advocates  founded  in 
1843,  intends  to  commemorate  the  50th  anniversary 
of  us  installation  in  two  ways,  which  should  merit 
the  highest  applause.

In  1856  the  province,  now  state,  of  S.  Paulo  had 
not  at  its  dispos.,1  the  necessary  resources  for 
promptly  improving  means  of  communication  by 
the  building  of  railways ;  the  general  government: 
thinking  it  advantageous  to  hasten  this  improve- 
ment, granted  to  English  capital  a  guarantee  of 
interest  at  the  rate  of  fj0  per  annum,  and  hound 
itself,  moreover,  for  a  certain  period  not  to  make 
any  other  railway  grant,  save  by  mutual  consent 
in  the  same  direction  within  the  limit  of  live  leagues 
on  either  side  of  the  road. 

The  government,  foreseeing  the  future  increase 
of  production  and  consequently  of  traffic,  estab- 
lished conditions  securing  the  proper  perfor- 
mance of  the  service,  binding  [lie  English  company 
to  double  its  lines,  to  increase  its  capital  and  to 
make  the  necessary  expenses. 

With  the  introduction  of  laborers  and  the  devel- 
opment of  coffee  culture  the  traffic  of  the  English 
road  considerably  increased  and  the  prospects 
became  so  favorable  that  the  company  hastened  to 
surrender  the  guarantee  of  interest  and  also  the 
right  of  preference  in  the  extension  of  its  line, 
contenting  itself  with  its  original  grant. 

Thus  the  guarantee  of  interest  enjoyed  during 
the  first  period  was  exchanged  for  the  advantage  of 
excluding  the  guarantor  froma  share  in  the  profit 
which  was  beginning  to  be  large  and  promised  still 
greater  increase. 

Finally,  surrendering  the  right  of  preference  in 
the  extension  of  its  line,  it  skilfully  avoided  the  in- 
vestment of  more  capital  and  the  reduction  of  the 
dividends  which  it  has  declared,  and  which  in  [SS9

Indeed,  if  the  contract  of  April  26th,  1S56,  gave 
the  company,  as  il  imagines,  the  richt  tn  mnnmui 
that  port,  the  only  commercial  centre  of  the  state 
of  S.  Paulo,  the  right  of  preference  in  the  extension 
of  the  line  beyond  Juudiahy  would  no  longer  be 
of  any  advantage. 

Possessing  an  absolute  monopoly  and  holding 
in  its  hands  the  key  to  the  port,  through  which  all 
tiie  imports  and  exports  of  the  state  of  S.  Paulo 
must  necessarily  pass,  the  English  company  would 
have  no  interest  in  spending  money  lo  obtain  what 
was  already  securely  in  its  grasp — the  carrying  of 
the  whole  of  the  freight. 

It  was  rather  to  its  interest  that  tributary  railways 
should  be  built,  increasing  its  carrying  trade  at 
their  expense,  since  they  were  lorced  to  make  use 
of  the  English  line. 

Under  the  influence  of  the  idea  of  retaining  its. 
monopoly  of  the  port  of  Santos  the  English  com- 
pany shrewdly  resolved  to  surrender  the  right  to- 
extend  the  road  and  moreover  to  exclude  the 
government  from  a  share  in  the  profit  in  excess 
of 8°/„ 

The  company,  however,  did  not  display  its  usual 
sagacity  when  it  failed  to  recognize  the  necessity  of 
increasing  its  carrying  capacity  in  proportion  to  the 
increase  in  its  traffic  or,  however  indulgent  the 
government  might  he  and  whatever  might  lie  the 
patience  ol  the  public,  it  was  too  much  to  suppose 
that  they  would  lie  resigned  to  accept  and  maintain 
the  monopoly  of  the  port  of  Santos  for  the  sole 
benefit  of  ihe  company  even  to  the  point  of  sacri- 
ficing the  manufacturing,  agricultural  and  commer- 
cial interests  not  only  of  S.  Paulo  but  also  of  other 
states. 

The  English  company,  absorbed  in  the  pursuits 
ol  its  extraordinary  gains,  hided  to  perceive  that  a 
transportation  crisis  was  imminent,  and  that,  when 
this  crisis  arrived,  its  solution  could  not  be  favor- 
able to  the  odious  and  selfish  claims  of  the  company. 
And  the  English  company  especially  refused  to 
see  that  it  would  be  impossible  to  justify  not  only 
its  monopoly  of  the  port  of  Santos,  which  in  its 
nature  was  inadmissible,  but  even  the  privilege 
which  was  granted  to  it  by  Decree  No,  1,759,  of 
1856,  since  on  its  side  it  had  failed  lo  perform  the 
service  required  of  it  in  conformity  with  the  con- 
ditions by  which  it  was  bound,  thereby  causing  the 
public  enormous  and  irreparable  losses. 

The  conduct  of  the  English  company  is  inex- 
cusable. 

lithe  bed  of  the  river  is  too  narrow  lo  contain 
the  abundant  waters  of  its  tributaries  how  is  it 
possible  to  maintain  this  extravagant  monopoly, 
which  no  one  had  granted  or  even  contemplated 
and  which,  from  the  company's  point  of  view, 
makes  the  Salter's  road  the  sole  trunk  railway  from 
Santos  to  the  interior  and  from  the  interior  to  the 
t  of  Santos.

The  exorbitant  claim  of  the  English  company 
consists  in  contending  for  the  exclusive  carrying 
trade  between  the  port  ol  Santos  and  the  interior  of 
the  stale  of  S.  Paulo,  which  comprehends  that  of 
die  states  of  Goyaz  andMattoGrosso,  with  which 
it  is  connected  by  the  Companhia  Mogyana. 

Whence  derives  tiie  English  company  its  claim 
lo  so  oppressive  a  monopoly  and  bow  does  il  seek 
to  justify  it? 
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at  the  same  point,  time  absolutely  precluding  the 
claim  which  the  English  company  now  more 
openly  seeks  to  establish,  of  monopolizing  the  im- 
port and   export  currying    trade    at    the    port  ol 
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The  English  company's  privilege,  like  those  of 
oilier  railway  companies  in  Brazil,  is  limited  to  the 
exclusion  of  competition  in  its  privileged  territory 
without  detriment  to  the  right  granted  by  Hie 
general  laws  of  the  country  to  other  railways  to 
auiiioach  ami  even  cross  the  privileged  hue. 

The  privileged  territory  embrace-sail  area  hounded 
|>y  lines  parallel  to  the  centre  of  the  track,  and  the 
initial  point  and  terminus  are  not  included  therein. 
This  is  what  is  expressly  declared  in  the  words 
"  although  beginning  at  the  same  point,"  and  in 
the  right,  which  the  government  reserved  "  to  de- 
cide whether  the  roads  that  may  hereafter  be  char- 
tered shall  have  the  right  to  use  the  first  and  other 
stations  of  the  Englis.li  company." 

The  government,  then,  may  charter  other 
railways—  ....  ,, 

a)  that  begin  at  the  same  initial  point  as  tlie 
English  road  ; 

b)  that  approach  or  even  cross  that  line  ; 

c)  and,  finally,  that  use  the  first  or  other  ol  Us 
stations. 

[n  tins  way  the  privilege  ol  the  English  company, 
like  those  ol  all  other  railways  in  a  like  situation, 
is  limited  to  the  exclusion  of  competition  from  Us 
privileged  territory. 

In  its  protests  the  English  company  uses  Hie 
direction  of  its  line  as  a  pretext  for  precluding  the 
possibility  of  the  charier  Mother  railways. _  ^  _ 
from  chartering  other  roads  within  the  privileged 
territory,  running  in  the  same  direction  as  the 
English  road  for  the  following  reasons: 

1st. — Because  it  is  prohibited  by  clause  II.  of 
ihe  contract ; 

2nd.  — because  il  would  infringe  on  the  privileged 
territory  throughout  its  whole  extent ; 

3rd. — because  it  was  not  probable  that  a  new 
company  would  risk  its  capital  in  competing  with 
a  road  already  in  operation. 

In  case,  however,  of  the  company's  being  un- 
willing or  unable  to  increase  its  carrying  capacity 
in  proportion  to  the  increase  in  traffic,  so  that  loss 
would  thence  result  lo  shippers  through  delay  and 
through  the  deterioration  of  merchandise,  the  gov- 
ernment has  undoubtedly  the  right  to  permit  the 
building  of  competing  roads,  for  public  interest 
being  the  only  justifiable  excuse  for  monopoly,  the 
former  cannot  be  rightly  obliged  to  give  way  to 
the  latter. 

But  the  direction  of  (he  English  road  is  fixed  in 
the  contract,  which  is  not  open  lo  the  interpreta- 
tion which  the  superintendent  or  the  company 
itself  in  their  repeated  protests  have  sought  to 
give  if. 

In  its  attempt  to  justify  by  means  ol  its  contract 
the  oppressive  monopoly,  which,  in  fact,  it  has 
used  and  abused,  the  company  does  not  hesitate  to 
insinuate  thai  what  is  meant  by  the  direction  of  its 
road  is  that  which  extends  from  Santos,  without 
limitation,  to  the  interior  o[  S.  I'aulo,  so  I  hat  it  lias 
the  exclusive  right,  in  connection  with  the  roads 
necessarily  dependent  upon  it,  to  the  whole  of  the 
carrying  trade  for  the  merchandise  shipped  bom 
Santos  or  received  at  that  port. 

This  extraordinary  claim  could  not  fail  lo  be  re- 
jected, as  it  was,  both  by  the  Brazilian  government 
and  by  Congress.  The  direction  of  the  English 
road  is  between  Santos  and  its  terminus,  the  city 
of  Jundinhy.  Railways  may  be  built  lo  Santos  or 
to  Jundiuliy  without  the  English  company  having 
the  right  lo  offer  the  slightest  objection,  provided 
they  observe  ihc  restriction  expressly  prescribed 
in  clause!!,,  which  prohibits  their  receiving  or 
delivering  freight  or  passengers  fur  compensation 
at  any  point  within  the  privileged  territory.

—Gen,  Roca  has  resigned  his  seat  in  the 
Argentine  Senate. 

—It  reported  that  the  ministers  of  the  interior 
and  war  of  the  Argentine  Republic  have  tendered 
their  resignation. 

—A  Ilavas  telegram  dated  Buenos  Aires,  26th 
states  that  the  minister  of  finance  there  had  re- 
ceived ou  the  previous  day  a  detailed  statement  of 
the  position  of  the  Argentine  Treasury.  The  min- 
ister at  once  communicated  the  figures  to  Presi- 
dent Saenx  Pena,  and  demonstrated  the  impossi- 
bility of  meeting  the  financial  engagements  of  the 
country;  at  the  same  time  the  minister  submitted 
a  proposal  to  convert  the  paper  money  at  a  reason, 
able  value  {(yfi>),  which  would  be  guaranteed  by 
the  state. 


RIO  GRANDE  DO  SUL, 

Lieut.  Jose  de  Andrade  Neves  Meirelles  retired 
list  who  had  been  arrested  in  S.  I'aulo,  on 
requisition  of  the  president  of  Rio  Grande  do  Sul, 
reached  the  latter  state  on  the  20th  ult. 

On  the  28th  the  steamer  Porto  Alegre  left  Mon- 
tevideo with  arms  for  the  state  government,  On 
the  same  day  the  Uruguayan  colonel  Martinez  set 
out  with  troops  for  the  frontier  for  the  purpose  of 
dispersing  any  armed  bands  of  refugees  that  he 
might  find. 

A  telegram  from  Porto  Alegre  says  that  Gen . 
Pego  had  left  for  S.  Leopoldo  and  that  refugees 
continue  to  drill  on  the  frontier. 

Telegrams  received  here  on  the  30th  ult.  and 
1st  inst.  stated  that  the  refugees  under  Gen.  Tavares 
had  at  last  invaded  Rio  Grande  do  Sul,  taking 
possession  of  Urugnayana  and  Sant'  Anna  do 
Livramento,  their  number  being  estimated  at  5,002. 

Porto  Alegre  papers  received  here  contain  the 
following  address  issued  to  the  garrison  on  the  18th 
inst.  by  the  commander  of  the  military  district, 
Gen .   Pego : 

"Garrison :  •    . 

"  Whenever  I  have  hitherto  addressed  the  troops 
in  this  district,  I  have,  in  referring  to  petty  ques- 
tions of  local  politics,  ordered  strict  observance  of 
Arts.  3,  9  and  13  of  Decree  No.  431  and  General 
Order  of  the  Army  No.  318.    No  longer  ago  than 


I  did  not  make  the  republic ;  on  the  contrary 
with  the  force  under  my  command  I  did  all  I 
could  to  oppose  it,  and  I  still  think  I  did  right,  for 
I  did  my  duty  at  that  lime  as  I  am  now  doing  my 
present  duty.  ,.     , 

"  I  expect,  then,  that  my  comrades  will  display 
Ihe  same  sincerity  and  make  the  same  efforts  as 
capable. 

"A  philosopher  has  said  that  in  political  emer- 
gencies the  difficulty  consists  not  so  much  in  doing 
one's  duty,  even  with  the  sacrifice  of  one's  life,  as 
in  discovering  what  is  one's  duty. 

"  My  comrades  who  made  the  republic  are  in 
duty  bound  to  maintain  it  for  the  honor  and  dignity 
of  our  class  and  for  the  felicity  of  our  country, 
which  cannot  and  must  1101  continue  to  be  exposed 
to  the  disturbances  that  have  prevailed  during  the 
last  three  years. 

"  In  view  of  the  harm  that  is  done  to  public 
order  in  this  state  it  may  be  confidently  asserted 
that  our  country  is  in  danger. 

"  If  the  invasion  succeeds,  revolutions  in  other 
states  will  follow  and  our  country  will  crumble  to 
pieces. 

"  Alas!  for  republican  institutions  ! 

"  With  this  picture  before  him  no  federal  soldier 
has  the  right  lo  think  of  being  a  Castilhista,  a 
Fedcralista  or  a  Cassalista;  and  this  is  nothing; 
these  are  petty  circumstances  before  the  image  of 
our  country,  to  which  it  is  necessary  to  give  peace 
and  quiet  for  the  development  of  agriculture,  or 
stock  breeding,  of  trade,  of  manufactures  and  of 
mining,  the  only  living  forces  that  are  factors  of 
our  country's  grandeur. 

"  Let  us  remember  that  our  class  is  beginning  to 
incur  public  odium,  especially  but  very  undeser- 
vedly in  this  state,  in  which  is  stationed  nearly  a 
third  of  the  army  of  the  Union,  a  much  larger  force 
than  is  stationed  elsewhere,  and  that  depositions 
follow  each  other  with  astonishing  rapidity,  so 
that  in  less  than  three  years  this  state  has  had 
nineteen  governors  ! 

"  At  present  the  press  narrates  facts  without 
comment ;  in  the  future,  however,  history,  with 
its  keen  scalpel  will  make  their  autopsy,  criticising 
with  its  harshness  the  conduct  of  our  class  for  the 
part  it  has  taken  in  these  depositions. 

I'ln  painting  this  picture  I  neither  lie  nor 
exaggerate. 

"  Let  us  look  at  the  small  states  of  Piauhy, 
Parahyba  do  Norte  and  Espirito  Santo,  which, 
without  pecuniary  aid  from  the  Union,  arc  uuable 
to  sustain  themselves,  but  which,  in  corroboration 
of  this  parallel,  are  organized  and  live  in  peace, 
because  deprived  of  the  doubtful  blessing  of  a 
federal  force. 

"Consider  the  rich  and  powerful  states  of  S. 
Paulo  and  Minas  Geraes  which  have  each  only  a 
single  battalion  of  federal  troops." 

On  the  1st  inst.  Visconde  de  Pelotas  left  for 
Santa  Catharina,  where  he  will  reside  until  it  is 
safe  to  return  to  Rio  Grande.  Before  bis  depar- 
ture he  was  visited  by  President  Floriano  Peixoto, 
who,  according  to  some  of  the  papers,  urged  him 
to  return  at  once  to  that  state,  promising  him  pro- 
tection and  security.  This,  however,  was  contra- 
dicted by  the  Diario  Official,  which  states  that 
Sr.  de  Pelotas  expressed  a  desire  to  visit  his  family 
in  that  state  and  that  the  President  acceded  to  that 
desire. 

Telegrams  received  here  on  the  4th  and  5th  say 
that  the  3rd  regiment  of  cavalry  stationed  at  S. 
Bona  has  revolted  and,  under  the  lead  of  Cornet

— The  junta  of  brokers  have  protested  against 
the  establishment  in  the  Run  da  Alfandega  known 
as  the  "  Mercado  da  Bolsa,"  and  the  minister  of 
justice  sent  the  protest  to  the  chief  of  police  for 
investigations. 

— Ou  the  29th  the  Jornal  do  Commercio  noticed 
that  Sr,  Jose  Avelino  had  assumed  the  presidency 
of  a  mutual  fire  insurance  company.  This  is  really 
good  news ;  for  the  risks  of  a  grand  political  con- 
flagration  are  now  much  diminished. 

—According  to  0  Tempo  two  political  emigrants

— On  ihe  28th  Visconde  de  Pelotas  and  President 
Peioxto  were  in  conference.  Governor  Castilhos 
had  left  Rio  for  S.  Paulo  on  the  previous  day, 
Perhaps  Julio  was  not  anxious  to  meet  Sr.  de  Pelo- 
tas, and  we  are  not  surprised  that  he  should   be. 

— Visconde  de  Pelotas  returned  to  Rio  Grande 
de  Sul  on  the  1st.  Gen.  Augusto  Cesar  do  Valle, 
an  old  comrade  oi  the  viscount,  accompanied  him, 
and— well  we  would  not  care  to  have  on  Castilhista 
boots  when  the  old  war-horses  commence  lo  snort 
in  Rio  Grande. 

— On  the  30th  ult.  the  chief  of  police  submitted 
to  the  minister  of  justice  his  report  on  the  anar- 
chist plot  and  concluded  by  asking  that  the  men 
captured  be  deported.  Four  are  described  as 
Spaniards,  two  as  Frenchmen  and  one  each  as 
Italian  and  Canadian. 

— Some  days  ago  a  man  was  found  near  the  jail 
here,  who  declared  that  he  had  been  severely  in- 
jured by  a  fall  at  one  of  the  wharves,  and  had  been 
abandoned  by  the  driver  of  a  "tilbury,"  because 
this  had  broken  an  axle.  The  police  were  not 
satisfied  with  the  story,  and  finding  that  the  patient 
had  been  shot,  investigated  the  matter  and  finally 
discovered  that  the  man  had  been  caught  stealing 
coffee  from  a  lighter  by  custom-house  guards,  who 
fired  on  him  when  he  attempted  to  escape.  Why

— A  government  agent  is  examining  the  various 
companies  that  enjoy  the  privilege  of  importing 
goods  free  of  duties,  to  discover  whether  they  have 
not  abused  this  iniquitous  concession. 

—Atone  meeting  the  Funeral  Assurance  asso. 
elation  accepted  134  members,  viz.,  35  aristocrats,

—On  the  morning  of  the  2nd  a  street-sweeper 
was  gored  by  a  run-away  nx  and  killed.

— It  is  stated  that  an  advertising  agency  has

advertisements. 

— On  the  3rd  the  new  municipal  government  was 
installed  in  a  "solemn"  session.

■chorus  "We  will!  " 

— According  to  0  Tempo  the  second  police  dele- 
gate insists  upon  resigning,  because  lie  proposed 
to  proceed  against  "an  agent"  for  criminal  acts 
and  his  proposition  did  not  meet  with  approval 
from  llis  superiors. 

— The  Jomal  do  Commereio  does  not  appear  to 
have,  had  a  very  high  opinion  of  the  iate  Jay  Gould. 
The  Jortial  says  llie  lale  lamented  came  as  a  hoy 
to  New  York  to  sell  a  patent  rat-trap,  and  that  the 
rest  of  his  life  was  spent  in  setting  traps  for  his 
fellow -beings. 

— According  to  figures  furnished  by  the  acting 
director  of  the  Central  Brazil  railway  the  goods 
sent  from  Rio  during  November  reached  24,564 
tons,  express  matter  931  tons  and  coal  11,142 
tons;  total  36,637  tons,  against  a  total  of  32,613 
tons  in  October. 

—A  telegram  published  here  on  the  1st  stated 
that  the  Argentines  had  proposed  a  sort  of  "offen- 
sive and  defensive  "  sanitary  treaty,  against  Bra7.il, 
to  the  Uruguayan  authorities,  which  the  latter 
declined  to  consider.  Somebody  will  get  a  broken 
head  for  sanitary  purposes  yet. 

— On  the  2nd  the  police  raided  five  roasted  coffee 
factories,  and  found  plenty  of  maize  and  carnatiha 
hearts,  but  no  coffee.  People  will  get  nervous 
about  drinking  coffee  here,  and  tea  is  so  awfully 
dear.  It  is  a  pity  the  police  leel  obliged  to  disturb 
consumers'  faith  in  the  national  beverage. 

— According  to  the  local  press  a  police  authority 
here  received  a  well-merited  thrashing  from  the 
father  and  brothers  of  a  young  woman  that  he  had 
sought  to  seduce.  The  police  in  Rio  are  be- 
coming regular  arbitrary  against  every  one  ;  and 
the  day  every  one  is  against  them  there  will  lie  a 
rending  of  uniforms  that  may  interest  the  tegument 
under  the  buttons  and  lace. 

— President  Peixoto  poked  a  little  fun  at  the 
deputation  of  bankers  he  received  on  the  and.  lie 
is  reported  to  have  said  he  had  no  idea  that  the 
difficulties  of  the  money  market  were  so  serious. 
As  Sr.  dc  Guahy  has  been  in  almost  daily  confer- 
ence with  the  President,  either  he  was  too,-  rose- 
colored  tn  his  application  of  the  situation,  or  the 
bankers  painted  it  in  entirely  too  gloomy  tints. 

— Sr,  Alcindo  Guanahara,  deputy  from  the  state 
of  Rio  de  Janeiro,  has  been  appointed  superinten- 
dent-general of  immigration  in  Europe.  This 
appointment  entails  the  resignation  of  Sr,  Guana- 
bara's  chair  in  the  Chamber.  It  will  be  interesting 
to  watch  what  berths  will  be  found  for  other  depu- 
ties; Dr.  Lopes  Trovao  and  Nilo  Pecanha,  for 
example,  who  will  not  in  all  probability  be  elected 
to  the  next  Congress. 

—  A  high-handed  piece  of  work  is  reported  in 
relation  to  the  winding  up  of  the  Banco  de  Credilo 
Universal.  The  liquidators  have  refused  to  clas- 
sify a  claim  on  the  estate  by  the  holder  of  an 
accepted  cheque  of  the  bank,  because  the  drawer 
had  no  funds  in  deposit  when  it  was  drawn.  What 
lias  the  holder  to  do  with  this  questisn?  The 
bank  in  accepting  the  cheque  certified  that  it  be- 
came responsible  for  the  payments. 

— The  minister  of  agriculture  has  decided  that 
only  the  legislature  can  take  cognizance  of  the  pro- 
test of  the  Rio  de  Janeiro  City  Improvements 
company,  against  the  transferring  of  the  seiverage 
service  from  the  general  government  to  the  muni- 
cipality. As  the  original  contract  was  certainly 
made  with  the  general  government,  the  minister  is 
obliged  to  guarantee  the  company  against  muni- 
cipal trickery,  and  legal  measures  would  probably 
prove  this  to  him. 

— An  excellent  concert  was  given  on  Tuesday, 
29th  ill  to.  at  the  Cassino  Nacional  in  aid  of  the 
Strangers'  Hospital.  The  names  of  Messrs.  Arthur 
and  Allredo  Napoleao,  Dutme- Estrada  Meyer, 
Cemicchiaro  and  Bickerle  render  any  praise  or 
comment  on  our  part  superfluous,  while  the  per- 
formance of  ihe  amateurs  who  took  part  in  it  was 
a  genuine  surprise  and  earned  well  merited  ap- 
plause. To  those  who  so  generously  lent  their  ser- 
vices the  best  thanks  of  the  community  and  of  all 
wellwishers  of  the  Hospital  are  due;  but  to  Mr.  Al- 
fredo Napoleao  must  he  awarded  the  highest  praise 
for  his  organizing  the  concert  and  his  indefatigable 
zeal  in  carrying  it  to  a  successful  issue.

Financial   Notes 


— Councillor  Ewerton  do  Almeida,  who  has 
examined  the  books  of  the  Banco  da  Republics, 
presented  his  report  last  Saturday  to  the  minister 
of  finance. 

— Sr.  Mayrink  it  is  staled  has  come  out  in  favor 
of  encampacao.  The  organizer  of  the  Banco  da 
Republica  it  now  appears  will  be  content  if  the 
Treasury  gives  the  bank  a  good  long  time  to  settle 
its  indebtedness. 

— Sr.  Ban'oso,  of  the  Uanco  Emissor  de  Pernam- 
buco  at  the  meeting  on  llit-  2S1I1  nil.  charged  the 
Treasury  with  ignoring  promises.  A  semi-official 
reply  is  to  the  effect  that  no  promises  were  made  Sr. 
Earroso,  out  of  whose  hank  Ihe  government  is  trying 
to  get  ^400,000  due. 

— The  telegraphic  reports  received  by  the  minis- 
ter of  finance  from  the  various  custom-houses  show 
favorable  results  as  compared  with  last  year.  It 
must  not  be  overlooked  however,  that  a  revision  of 
import  duties  is  imminent,  and  all  know  that  a 
revision  and  an  increase  are  synonyms  in  Brazilian 
tariffs.  Importers  are  therefore  hastening  the 
despatch  of  goods. 

— A  Havas  telegram  dated  Montevideo,  3rd, 
slates  that  the  directors  of  the  Banco  Hypoihecirio 
of  Uruguay  had  decided  to  sue  the  Banco  de  Cre- 
dilo Popular  of  Rio  for  $2,000,000,  Uruguayan 
gold,  losses  and  damages  caused  by  the  suit  of  the 
latter  against  the  Banco  Nacional  of  Uruguay  to 
recover  the  $3,000,000  loaned  by  the  Brazilian 
bank  to  the  Banco  Nacional.  We  hope  the  Banco 
Hypothec-sub  entertains  no  hopes  of  recovering  the 
damages,  but  there  does  seem  to  be  a  possibility 
that  the  original  loan  will  remain  in  Uruguay. 

—On  the  4th  the  Jornal  do  Commereio  published 
the  following  among  its  Farias  Noticias:  "It  is 
probable  that  up  to  the  151I1  the  Vice-President 
will  decide  something  regarding  the  situation  of 
the  Banco  da  Republica.  We  heard  say  that  the 
last  report  on  the  situation,  read  yesterday  at  the 
meeting  of  the  cabinet  by  the  acting  minister  of 
finance  is  a  very  able  work,  in  which  pati  passu 
with  the  portriature  of  our  financial  situation,  which 
is  delicate,  Dr.  Serzedello  summarizes  the  investi 
galion  made  by  Sr.  Ewerton  de  Almeida  at  the 
Bancos  da  Republica,  Credilo  Popular  and  Emis- 
sor  de  Pernambnco,  We  also  heard  said  by  a 
person  who  appears  to  us  well  informed,  that  Dr. 
Serzedello  passes  in  review  the  obligations,  which 
under  actual  legislation,  the  Banco  da  Republica 
assumed,  and  demonstrates  seriatim  how  and 
where  it  has  failed  to  comply  with  these  obligations, 
and  those  which  are  imposed  upon  it  by  other  laws. 
In  continuation  H.  Ex.  also  shows  the  means  at 
the  government's  disposition,  within  strictly  execu- 
tive attributes,  to  decide  in  the  best  manner  the 
problem  of  the  banks  of  issue— and  so  much  the 
more  that  the  situation  of  the  Treasury  is  such  that 
the  extension  of  further  favors  by  the  government 
to  these  banks  is  not  justified."
